The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-8, 16 and 38 are allowed in the last office action. 

Claims 9,13,17 and 39 are allowed because the closest prior art, WO 99/10165 
does not disclose that the poyarylene ether based polymer includes 52 wt% or higher of 
a dioxybiphenylene unit in the polymer structure, as required in claim 9. 

Claims 10-12 are also allowed because the claims depend on the allowed claims. 

Claims 1-13, 16,17, 38 and 39 are allowed. 

Claims 14,15 and 18-37, embrace the allowed claims, will be rejoined and be 
allowed also. 

Therefore, claims 1-39 are allowed.
